SAN FRANCISCO, July 9. — It 


•was anger at the refusal of Mrs. 
Beck Stern, alleged 
affinity 
of 


Richard Horn, to put up 52000 bail 
for Horn after he had been arrested 
on a charge preferred by his wife, 
that caused his wife to slash Mrs. 
Stern's face and disfigure her for 
life Saturday night, according to 


• statements made by Mrs. Evelyn 
Horn to the police today. 


Mrs. Horn told the police that 


her husband had deserted her and 
their 16-year-old daughter in Seat- 
tle two weeks ago, and had come to 
San Francisco with Mrs. Stern, di- 
vorced wife of a Seattle business 
man. She followed and found her 
husband at 501 Taylor street and, 
after a quarrel with him there Sat- 
urday 
afternoon, 
she attempted 


suicide by taking poison. 


When the police, responding- to a 


telephone summons by neighbors 
Tvho had heard the quarrel, arrived 
to prevent her attempt on her life, 
Mrs. Horn had her husband arrest- 
ed on a charge of abandonment and 
neglect. 
Then, feeling sorry for 


him, she visited him In the city 
prison and asked if there was any- 
thing she could do for liim. He told 
her. she says, that Mrs. Stern had 
S2000, the amount of his bail, and 
asked her to request Mrs. Stern to 
put it up for him. 
She went to Mrs. Stern's apart- 


ment at Geary and Larkin streets, 
and told her of Horn's request. 
"Me ball out your husband!".Mrs. 


.Stern is alleged to have replied.. 
"How absurd! I don't know your 
husband any more." 


Mrs. Horn said that this repudia- 


tion of her husband, in view of the 
alleged relations that had existed 
between him and Mrs. Stern, so 
angered her that her mind became 
s. blank. The next thing she knew, 
she said, she had slashed Mrs. 
Stern across the face with a knife, 
disfiguring her for life. 


Mrs. Horn declared today that 


she would not press the charge of 
abandonment and neglect against 
her husband. She. is now in jail 
'here awaltng trial on a charge of 
assault with Intent to commit mur- 


• tier. Mrs. Stern, victim of her at- 
tack, is in St. Francis 
hospital, 


•where physicians say she will re- 
cover. Marian, 16-year-old daugh- 
ter of the Horns, has been placed 
in the Juvenile Detention Home.

that earth formation 
known as 


"Monterey shale" on and about the 
hills where the derrick stands was 
the actuating cause for the selec- 
tion of the present site. This shale, 
on the hills to the westward, lying 
between the Salinas and Monterey 
road and the coast line, dips off at 
a sharp angle, thus telling of a 
mammonth upheaval in the early 
and formative periods of the earth. 
Somewhere 
beneath this surface 


lies the bed of oil which, almost 
invariably is found In the vicinity 
of Monterey shale formation.

$100,000 FOR PEACE. 


There is in America a man who is willing 


to give ?100,000 to his fellow-countryman who 
can conceive the most practicable plau by 
which the United States may co-operate with 
other nations to achieve and to preserve world 
peace. 


One hundred thousand dollars is a large sum 


of money. 
If it returns a workable plau 


toward lasting peace it is a ridiculously small 
sum. 
As it is, it is the largest prize ever offered 


for a non-commercial idea. 


The American Peace Award is the idea and 


the gift of Edward W. .Bok, an American by 
early adoption, former editor of the Ladies' 
Home Journal, aud now retired from active 
money-making labors that he might devote his 
time to social service. 
Few men, outside of 


high office, are so well known to the American 
puBlic as' Mr. Bok. 
His autobiography was 


more widely read than any book, not fiction, 
that has been published in years and it re- 
vealed the man more accurately than could any 
photograph or lecture experience. 


Whether or not Mr. Bok is given the response 


which will mean an acceptable idea for peace, 
he will accomplish good works with his pvixe 
offer. 
The stimulation of thought toward a 


plan to settle disputes and to do away with war 
will bring closer the time when such a plan 
will be born and may bp applied. 
--,, . 


''Mr. Bok's real purpose in making the 


award," says the announcement of the Policy 
Committee in charge, "is to give the American 
people, as a whole, a direct chance to express 
itself upon a problem for which we have not 
bee'u able to find an answer through |X)liticHl 
avenues or through the efforts of interested 
special groups. Tt is a fitting time to do this 
because of the changing consciousness of our 
people upon matters international." 


Elsewhere, in an interview with Mr. Bok, 


there is indicated what is meant by the chang- 
ing consciousness. A survey of the United 
States from New York to San Francisco, he 
says, reveals a turn of sentiment toward the 
world court, League of ^Nations, or some inter- 
national program to the ends that there shall 
be no more war.

WILL ENLARGE PARK. 


When the ttoose.vclt Sequoia National Park 


Bill, which has been attacked by Los Angeles 
power ambitions and an uninformed maga- 
zine writer, and has been held tip by unfore- 
seen circumstances, comes before the next Con- 
gress it will con lain a provision that all living 
sequoias in the territory relinquished by the 
Park Service may not be disturbed. 
This is 


a provision to silence the Connecticut man who 
has charged in a series of articles that the 
park plan was one to turn the sequoias over to 
1 umber interests. 


As a matter of fact the provision is not 


necessary. 
While part of (he park is to 


be relinquished by 1he Park Service at the 
same time a

be turned over to the Forestry Department. 
If any agency is more interested in protecting 
the big trees than the Park Service, it is this 
same Forestry Depart men (:. 


The park plan was in danger a year ago but 


the menace was not that of lumber .interests. 
Los Angeles sought power rights which would 
mean a changing of landscapes, flooding 
of 


valley floors and the exclusion from park uses 
of a large and beautiful area. Kow that plan 
is killed. 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry C. 


Wallace and the Interior Department are in 
agreement as to the advisability of passing the 
Barbour bill creating the Roosevelt park. To 
the present park, under the provisions, will be 
added a great section of the western slope of 
the Sierra, including the Kings and Kern river 
canyons, the 
Tchipiti canyon' and 
Mount 


Whitney. In the new area is included a larger 
number of big trees, the net gain being ninety 
The southern end of the present park woulc 
be cut off and given to the Forest Service to 
!• dm i ulster. 
With the provision doubly pro 


tecting the big trees in the southern end, and 
with Hie Power Commission definitely denying 
the city of Los Angeles power sites in the 
region, there remain no objections to the 
measure. 


There is every probability that the Roose- 


velt Sequoia National Park will emerge from 
the next Congress a reality.
